There were no 
wheat exports to Russia in that year, 
but flour exports amounted to 370,427 
barrelky worth $2,756,745, Canada’s 
imports were largely animal and ani- 
mal products, 
There is a growing market of var- 
ious kinds of Canadian goods in Russia 
and incieasing evidence of the Soviet 
Government's desire to trade with the 
In the rebuilding up of the 


course of trade will be steadier as 
the Soviet Republic looks increasingly 
to the Dominion to meet its require 
ments, This is indicated in the latest 
figures of trade available which reveai 
the mutual exchange of business to 
be, on the whole, on a better footing 
than in any year since 1915. Trade 
between the two countries would ap- 
pear to be approaching the position 
it was in immediate prior to the out- 
break of the war. 

In 1924 Canada purchased from 
Russia to the extent of $344,770; in 
1925 to $2,807; and in 1926 to $7,207. 
The Dominion sold io Russia in 1924 
to the value of $115,980; in 1925 io 
2; and in 1926 to $3,788,266.

In this 
type of disease the air passages are 
blocked almost from the beginning and 
the child runs the added risk of 
must be subjected 
to either the operation of opening the 
windpipe. called tracheotomy, or in- 
serting a tube into the throat by way 
of the mouth, called intubation. 
| These risks add to the number of 
deaths, 

The utilization of toxin-antitoxin and 
toxoid for diphtheria immunization 
work was considerably enhanced by 
the discovery of the test for suscep- 
tibility to diphtheria in 19138 by Dr, 
Bela Schick, of Vienna (now of New 
York). 

The Schick Test made it possible 
to test on a larye scale the immuniz- 
ing power of toxin-antitoxin and at 
the same time to test the duration of 
| immunity, 

Schick Test Should Be Ommitted 

It is considered quite unnecessary, 
and from certain standpoints unde- 
sirable, to give the Schick test to very 
young children or even to older 
children before toxoid is administered, 
Nearly all children under five years | 
of age and the vast majority of thoso | 
between five and ten are susceptible 
to diphtheria. To give the test merely | 


| delays and complicates matters as well 
as adding to the cost of immunization 
work. The safer method is to give 
toxoid to all children first, 

Toxoid will never fulfill its promise 
of eradicating diphtheria if its use 
is limited merely to school. children 
or to those who have previously 
shown a positive veaction to the 
Schick test. If toxoid is to be a really 
effective weapon, immunization by this 
means must become a routine prac- 
tice in the hands of family physicians, 

When the simple and harmless use 
of toxoid for children at six months 
is demanded by all parents and ad- 
ministered by physicians to every 
child in a routine way, then and not 
until then will it be possible to wipe 
out diphtheria.
